Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  this  Council 
chamber,  at  9:45  o’clock  a.  m.  sharp, 
on  Friday,  February  12th,  to  go  in  a 
body  and  occupy  seats  to  be  reserved 
for  them  at  the  principal  mass  meeting 
of  the  Lincoln  Centennial  at  the  Audi- 
torium. 

Aid.  Fisher , presented  the  following 
order,  which  was,  on  motion,  duly 
passed : 

Whereas,  On  November  23rd  an  or- 
der was  unanimously  passed  by  this 
Council  directing  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  to  require  the  South  Side 
Elevated  Railway  Company  to  make  cer- 
tain changes  in  its  train  service  on  its 
Englewood  and  Normal  Park  branch, 
which  order  was  relegated  to  the  Trac- 
tion Expert  for. action;  and 
< Whereas,  The  Traction  Expert  has 
taken  no  action  enforcing  said  order,  as- 
signing as  the  reason  that  he  is  in  doubt 
if  he  has  the  legal  power  so  to  do;  there- 
fore be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel report  to  this  Council  his  opinion 
whether  the  City  has  the  power  to  en- 
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ment,  as  it  goes  without  saying,  that  no 
employe  should  be  expected  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  work  which  is  appar- 
ently useless.  If,  however,  the  Fire  De- 
partment was  wholly  responsible  in  this 
matter  instead  of  sharing  a divided  and 
hazily  defined  authority,  as  is  the  case  at 
the  present  time,  I believe  the  inspec- 
tion of  buildings  with  regard  to  facilities 
for  saving  life  and  limb  in  case  of  fire 
would  be  greatly  improved. 

It  seems  that  there  is  no  way  even 
if  it  was  desirable  to  do  so,  by  which 
the  Fire  Marshal  could  be  relieved  of 
interest  in  the  construction  of  fire  es- 
capes and  similar  protection  to  life.  In- 
asmuch as  he  must  be  held  responsible 
for  the  use  of  the  fire  escapes  in  time 
of  fire,  it  certainly  must  follow  that  he 
should  know  about  their  construction 
and  how  well  the  principal  buildings  of 
the  city  are  protected. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the 
boundaries  of  his  authority  be  wiped  out 
and  that  he  be  given  full  opportunity 
to  make  the  city  safe  in  this  respect. 
This  recommendation  is  made  with  a 
view  to  having  it  sent  to  the  proper 
committee  of  your  Honorable  Body  and 
when  such  committee  shall  have  time  to 
give  this  subject  a hearing,  I request 
that  the  Fire  Department  and  my  own 
office  he  given  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  I have  discussed  this  subject 
with  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  learned  from  him  that  many  of  the 
standpipes  as  erected  under  the  ordi- 
nances are  useles  so  far  as  his  depart- 
ment is  concerned.

Chicago : 

Gentlemen — The  Committee  of  One 
Hundred  in  charge  of  the  Lincoln  Cen- 
tennial Memorial,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  Chicago,  upon  the  resolution 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body,  has  ma- 
tured its  plans  and  Chicago  is  to  have 
a great  civic  celebration  on  the  occasion 
of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  The  entire 
week  from  February  7th  to  14th,  inclu- 
sive, will  be  given  up  to  it,  and  on  Fri- 
day, February  12th,  a great  meeting  will 
be  held  in  the  Auditorium  at  10  o’clock 
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in  the  morning,  at  Avhicli  President  Wood- 
row  Wilson  of  Princeton  University  will 
be  the  orator  of  the  day.  In  the  afternoon 
there  will  bo  a groat  meeting  at  the 
Seventh  Pegiment  Armory,  under  tin;

which  J.  A,  Macdonald  of  Toronto, 
Canada,  will  speak.
